I wanted to reach 
out and see if you may be able to help us out in 
a timely manner with an issue involving one of 
our projects. 

We have been talking with the Las Palmas 
Senior Center in the Promise Zone since 
November about doing a revitalization project 
there next Monday in honor of MLK Jr. Day. 
Allison & Ben from our team did multiple site

We also have 100 volunteers who are 
expecting to turn out in support of the Promise 
Zone and The Mission Continues on Monday 
who we do not want to disappoint.
